PalmPilot owners have 
fantasized that the flip covers 
on their wonder gizmos 
would transmute the devices 
into portable phones. Yearn 
no longer, Piloteers! “One 
plus one 
equals more 
than two,” 
boasts 
Qualcomm’s 
Jeffrey Belk, 
pointing out 
that the pdQ 
Smartphone 
isn’t merely a 
phone that doubles as a Palm 
computer. It’s a Palm with 
integrated communications. 
Later in the year, as COMA 
data services roll out, you'll 
be able to surf and e-mail 
wirelessly—at only 
14.4Kbps, but Qualcomm 
includes a browser that strips 
out Web graphics. How 
much will fantasy fulfillment 
cost? Between $500 and 
$1,000 (varies by carrier).

Let’s face 
it: Much of the NASDAQ is becoming 
a casino for imbeciles. 

That’s unfair, cluck speculators. 
Well, consider some of today’s Sure 
Things: Amazon.com’s $11 billion 
market valuation is worth more than 
Borders Books and Barnes & Noble 
combined (Amazon.com still isn’t 
profitable). EBay, the auction site, is 
worth more than Toys “R” Us and 
Neiman Marcus combined (nearly 
10 percent of its revenues come from 
sales of Beanie Babies). And only 
months ago, the stock price of 
Ticketmaster’s Internet IPO 
quadrupled on the first day of trading 
(its franchise for aging rock stars was 
sewn up years before it came to the 
Web). Before you bet on the next 
Sure Thing, consider some stinkers 
in the making. 

AOL They don’t call it AO-Hell for 
nothing. Chronic busy signals and 
obnoxious come-ons are just a few of 
the problems plaguing this glorified 
ISP. To many, an AOL e-mail address 
is an embarrassment. The company’s 
new partners Netscape and Sun 
Microsystems mostly add debt, not

competitive advantage, to AOL’s 
fortunes. Your phone company offers 
better service—minus the trashy ads. 
Besides, it costs less. 

CDnow This music retailer serves 
up a searchable catalog that accepts 
credit cards, and arranges for home 
delivery. Oh wait, Music Boulevard 
has the same service and the same 
CDs for $1 less. And so do dozens of 
other sites. Click-click, bye. Let’s not 
even mention the Internet’s huge 
stash of free MP3 tunes. . . . 

EToys It staked out Web territory 
early and it categorizes and reviews 
toys with great finesse. But there’s 
nothing here that competitors— 
including outfits like Toys “R” Us— 
can’t copy once their bureaucratic 
minions get their act together. 

E*Trade At least 70 brokerages 
have been lured to the Internet. For 
most, the back-office efficiencies of 
paperless transactions haven’t 
pumped sunshine into the bottom 
line. And the increased 
competition has forced all 
houses to keep slashing 
commissions. A year ago, 
rates of $19.95 per 1,000 
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shares were eye-catching. Now, rates 
of $14, $12, and even $7 abound. 

Travelocity Selling airline seats 
over the Web will be a multibillion- 
dollar business. But who will do the 
selling? The airlines—which continue 
to slash commissions they pay to 
agents—want to bypass travel services 
altogether. After all, why buy the cow? 

GeoCities With 19.2 million 
monthly visitors, the ad potential for 
this site is colossal. But in 1997, the 
company barely snagged $5 million 
of a $906 million online ad market. 
Why? Advertisers shun the site’s 
user-generated content (taxidermy, 
optometery, whips and chains?). 

Yahoo Yes, portals are the Web’s 
blue-chip stocks. But we've all seen 
what cable TV did to the networks. 
With thousands of new sites flocking 
to the Net every day, advertisers enjoy 
less expensive ways to target specific 
markets. Yahoo’s current stock value 
exceeds that of the New York Times. 
You do the math.

they take advantage of solutions that 
already exist. Many of these are far 
superior to Web-based offerings. 

For example, you can stream 
broadcast-quality video down a Net 
pipe if you have enough bandwidth. 
But why bother when there are several 
ways to deliver a good video signal 
now—including broadcast, cablecast, 
videotape, and satellite? DVD is also a 
player. Still, during the early Internet 
explosion people kept talking about 
using the Net for “video on demand” 
and other inappropriate uses. 

Just because you can do something 
with a technology doesn’t mean you 
should. My car can crush walnuts, but 
a nutcracker does the job just fine. 

Of course, it’s different when you’re 
providing something that can’t be had 
any other way, like a Net radio 
broadcast from your old home town. 

There will also be failures, since a lot 
of stuff is better sold through catalogs 
than on the Web—most clothes, shoes, 
toys, and impulse items. Other factors 
will come to bear as well: 

Retail E-commerce mavens seem 
to assume that retailers are going to 
roll over to Internet commerce 
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when 
without a fight. Wrong. Retailing has 
changed enormously over the years, 
and retailers have a lot of experience 
selling things to people who visit 
stores. Personally I expect retailing to 
get bigger than ever during the 
growth of e-commerce. Remember 
the so-called paperless office and how 
it was going to revolutionize 
business? Anyone who invested in 
paper the day the term paperless office 
was invented is rich by now. 
Merchandising This is what 
computers don’t do well. I don’t 
mean selling—you can probably sell 
anything over the Net with the right 
sales pitch. But it’s the leveraged sales 
pitch that makes the wheels turn. 
This means a sales pitch that is not 
delivered by any one person, and not 
delivered to any one person. 
Merchandising is one aspect of 
the leveraged sales pitch that stores 
do best—the box, the words on 
the box, the way the product is 
presented to a potential buyer. 
On the other hand, the Internet 
outdoes stores in custom 
or targeted merchandising, 
whereby the computer interacts

brainer. 
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one-on-one to sell the right product 
for individualized needs. 

Best-sellers Businesses that use a 
database-oriented system for known 
commodities will prosper. Sellers of 
CDs, books, health remedies, and 
computer products took off. Storefront 
retailers can’t compete with a database; 
there are far too many products to be 
held in any one store and nobody can 
keep track of them all. Amazon used 
the database formula for books. But 
how many businesses can? 

Small Change The world 
economy does $3 trillion a year in 
small cash transactions, but it’s almost 
impossible to buy anything on the Net 
for less than $5. This eliminates 
millions of nickel-dime-dollar sales. 

A small-cash system should be a 
no-brainer, since the world banking 
and credit system is already based on 
computer-to-computer transfers. All it 
takes is some programming. 

This silly failure alone does not bode 
well for e-commerce in the short term.

IES is faster, smarter, and more reliable. Is it finally 
time to switch? By Ed Bott 


HE you think Internet Explorer and Netscape Communicator are just about 
browsing the Web, think again. Microsoft and Netscape are fighting a battle for 
your heart and mind—and, more important, your wallet—and the browser is 
their chief weapon. If you choose a Microsoft browser, you'll really upgrade your 
copy of Windows with a far-reaching set of Internet components. If you use 
Communicator’s new Navigator browser, on the other hand, you'll find yourself 


pushed, pulled, tugged, and 
occasionally dragged kicking 
and screaming to Netscape’s 
Netcenter portal. 

We looked at the second 
technical beta of Internet 
Explorer 5.0 and a shipping 
copy of Navigator 4.5. Both 
are free to download from 
their Web sites, or available 
on CD for a nominal charge.

Let’s Go Exploring IE5’s Explorer bars, 
including the Search pane at the left, are a 
huge usability improvement and are easy 
to customize to your preferences. 
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user interface is essentially 
unchanged. The big differ- 
ence is the addition of key- 
word searching and a 
relentless focus on the Net- 
center portal. Installing the 
upgrade was effortless on 
both Windows 95 and Win- 
dows 98, and when we 
started the browser, we con- 
nected with Netcenter, as 
expected. We were startled, 
though, to discover a dirty 
trick—the default Navigator 
setup brazenly resets Internet 
Explorer’s startup page and 
search options as well. 


Head Start Many of the 
usability tweaks in Internet 
Explorer 5.0 first appeared in 
Office 97 and IE4, but they’re 


Usability Tweaks Internet Explorer 
5.0 includes dozens of refinements, 
like this streamlined dialog box for 
organizing Favorites. 
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notably refined here. The 
AutoComplete feature, for 
example, helps you quickly 
jump to Web sites you’ve vis- 
ited previously. When you 
begin typing in the browser’s 
Address box, a dialog box 
drops down displaying 
matching entries from the 
History list. Similarly, filling 
in Web-based forms is easier 
because IE5 contains an 
option to save usernames, 
passwords, and other data. 
The usability improve- 
ments extend to the adminis- 
trator’s desk too. You can 
fully control every configu- 
ration, including security and 
proxy settings, from the free 
Internet Explorer Adminis- 
tration Kit, It’s possible to do 
the same with Netscape Mis- 
sion Control, but only if 
you've anted up $1,995 for 
the minimum 50-seat license. 


Smarter Searches 
The crown jewel of IE5’s 
interface is the Explorer Bar— 
a frame just to the left of the 
browser window that hosts 
navigation controls. The most 
useful of the four built-in con- 
trols is the Search pane, which 
lets you quickly connect 
to common search engines to 
find Web pages, people, and 
companies. Although it 
superficially resembles the 
version that debuted in IE4, 
this Search bar is radically 
revamped, and it’s a model of 
efficient interface design. It’s 
also supremely customizable. 

By contrast, clicking on 
Navigator’s Search button 
sends you to a page on the 
Netcenter portal, and chasing 
links takes you to still more 
pages, with frequent detours 
through Netcenter. Both 
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Netscape Communicator 4.5 
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Every other click takes you 
back to Netscape’s portal page—we’re 
hoping Communicator 5.0 fares better. 
PROS: Microsoft didn’t write it. 

CONS: Surprisingly slow and difficult to 
customize.

searching. IE simply feeds 
the search terms to Yahoo. 
Navigator, on the other 
hand, includes a list of prede- 
fined associations between 
sites and common commer- 
cial keywords. If Navigator 
doesn’t recognize the key- 
words, it sends you to Net- 
center’s search page. 


Bar Hopping Explorer 
bars aren’t just for search- 
ing—they also make it easier 
to add and organize Favorites 
than previous IE versions 
did, although power users 
will be frustrated by the lack 
of a tree-style interface for 
dragging and dropping 
shortcuts. Navigator 4.5 
doesn’t offer improvements 
in bookmark management— 
that’s a shame, because we 
predict you'll want to clear 
the 60 default bookmarks on 
Netscape’s list, most of 
which simply point back to 
Netcenter. 

IE5’s History bar lets you 
find nearly any page you’ve 
viewed recently, as long as 
it’s still in the cache. You can 
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At every turn, 
Navigator sends 
you to the 
Netcenter portal 
site; it even 
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display the contents of the 
cache by day, site, or fre- 
quency of access. Best of all, 
you can click on the Search 
button to quickly find a spe- 
cific word or phrase. No 
other browser comes close to 
giving you this level of con- 
trol over the contents of the 
cache. And the IE5 synchro- 
nization tools are far simpler 
to set up and use than the 
awkward channels and sub- 
scriptions in IE4. Mobile 
users will also appreciate the 
new capability to define mul- 
tiple connection settings—so 
you can use a different proxy 
server in each regional office 
and bypass the proxy settings 
for a direct dial-up connec- 
tion, without having to 
reconfigure the browser. 
Because IE5 is completely 
component based, develop- 
ers can add custom controls 
called Web Accessories that 
plug into the Explorer bar or 
into a predefined slot along 
the bottom of the window. 
Ironically, Netscape has 
taken advantage of IE’s add- 
in capabilities to build 
an ActiveX control called

Netscape TuneUp for IE, 
which adds a Netscape-cen- 
tric navigation bar to the bot- 
tom of the IE window that 
leads you effortlessly to— 
you guessed it—Netcenter. 

We found Internet Ex- 
plorer 5.0 to be impressively 
fast, much faster than Naviga- 
tor 4.5 at every imaginable 
task. On our 200MHz K6 test 
system, IE5 loaded in 9 sec- 
onds or less, while Navigator 
took more than 15 seconds. 
IE was consistently faster at 
loading complex Web pages, 
with a performance edge of 10 
to 50 percent in our tests. 

As the difference in ver- 
sion numbers would sug- 
gest, IE5 is a more mature, 
polished browser than Nav- 
igator 4.5. With its support 
for XML and dynamic 
HTML, it’s also well poised 
for the future. Netscape 
promises its 5.0 browser will 
include a faster rendering 
engine that supports the lat- 
est Web standards. We'll see. 
Until then, IE earns our 
unqualified recommenda- 
tion for everyone except die- 
hard Netscape partisans.

But not all color laser print- 
ers are created equal. NEC 
and Tally offer printers that 
produce perfectly acceptable 
output—but their speeds are 
slow and their prices high 
for the lackluster features 
they offer. 


Separated at Birth 
The NEC SuperScript 4400N 
and the Tally Spectra*Star 
T8104+ are based on the same 
printing engine and appear to 
be identical twins. Both are 
easy to set up and sport front- 
loading toner cartridges. 
Once we had the printers 
humming, we were overtaken 
by noxious fumes. Each 
printer produced a smell 
that overpowered our well- 
ventilated labs. Neither NEC 
nor Tally could offer a solu- 
tion—though it’s possible the 
fumes lessen after a significant 
amount of use. But we sug- 
gest an open location if you 
choose one of these printers. 
Each printer has a 16-ppm 
monochrome engine and a 
4-ppm color engine and uses 
the Printer Control Lan- 
guage. The Spectra*Star 
printed circles around the 
SuperScript 4400N for 
monochrome text, churning

percent faster, and a 50-page 
document 65 percent faster. 
However, we found the 
text speeds of both printers 
woefully slow compared 
with those of Lexmark’s

Image Is Everything 
Overall, the Spectra*Star’s 
output is impressive. We 
noticed some banding in a 
heavily coated magenta pre- 
sentation background, but 
the printer handled blue and 
black backgrounds flaw- 
lessly. Although the Super- 
Script 4400N didn’t have 
any problems printing solid 
backgrounds, its colors 
weren’t as vibrant as the 
Spectra*Star’s, and its output 
appeared a bit washed-out. 

Text quality is excellent 
with both printers. The 
SuperScript 4400N’s letters 
are a bit bolder and blacker 
than the Spectra*Star’s, but 
both printers produce letters 
that are sharp, clean, and free 
of toner splatter.

New to AntiVirus is a 
Quarantine folder in which 
you can store files that have 
been—or that you suspect 
might have been—infected 
witha virus. They’re isolated 
from the rest of your PC, 
and you can easily e-mail 
files directly to Symantec for 
analysis from within Quar- 
antine. VirusScan doesn’t 
have such a clever holding 
pen, though the program 
does have Scan and Deliver, 
a one-step process that lets 
you e-mail suspect files to 
Network Associates.

Still, McAfee can push 
updates directly to your 
desktop automatically, with- 
out any prompting on your 
part. That’s somewhat more 
convenient than Norton’s 
scheduled updates, because it 
means that you don’t need to 
remember to download the 
latest definition files. 

Even better, VirusScan 
offers those monthly virus 
definition updates for life, 
while AntiVirus charges you 
a $5 annual subscription fee 
after the first year. Since 
the easy availability of Inter- 
net updates means you no 
longer need to replace your 
antivirus engine annually, 
this is a point well worth 
considering. 

Both of these programs 
perform very well in virus 
detection, making them per- 
fectly adequate virus check- 
ers for one or more PCs. But 
in this close contest, McAfee 
VirusScan 4.0 scores the final 
points for edging out Nor- 
ton AntiVirus 5.0 in vandal 
identification.

Free software is great—but can it really 
replace business apps? To find out, we put it 
to the test in PC Computing’s Business Labs. 
We brought in business users and pitted the 
top eight productivity applications from our 
A-List against the shareware and freeware 
contenders. Here’s the lowdown. 
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Usability testers compared a $956 suite from 
Microsoft—consisting of Word 97, Excel 97, Access 
97, Publisher 98, Outlook 98, PhotoDraw 2000, 
Outlook Express, and Internet Explorer—-with a 
$326 collection of little guys—Yeah Write, As-Easy- 
As, FileMaker Pro Trial, Greenstreet Publisher 3 
Lite, Time and Chaos, Paint Shop Pro, Eudora Light, 
and Internet Explorer. 

We asked testers to complete a series of common 
business tasks with each product, then rate their satis- 
faction ona scale from 1 to 5, with 5 being the highest. 

Bottom line: Many of the freebies performed as 
well as—and in some cases even better than—their 
commercial counterparts. Overall, testers rated the 
Microsoft suite a 4.3, which is slightly lower than we 
expected from apps that are tops in their class. The 
downloads pulled in an above-average 3.3. 

This overall ranking is only part of the story; most 
businesses already Lie a core set of apps they use 
every day. When they think of buying software, it’s 
usually to upgrade existing Programs or to accom- 
plish something new. If you’re considering purchas- 
ing individual apps, our tests have even better news. 
Need a new information manager? Consider 'Time 
and Chaos. The freeware product tied Microsoft 
Outlook 98 with a score of 4.3. As one tester put it, 
“The interface is very friendly, and it has everything 
you need to get organized. It works great.” 

Testers also gave high marks to Paint Shop Pro—a 
score of a 4.3 compared with PhotoDraw’s 3.7— 
although PhotoDraw offers more advanced features. 
To register Paint Shop Pro you must pay $99—but 
you can try it for free for 30 days, which is long 
enough to decide if it’s worth the money. The same 
goes for FileMaker Pro Trial, which tied Access with 
a 3,7 score. (The freebie version we tested limits you 
to only 50 records; an upgrade to the full-fledged File- 
Maker Pro costs $99.) Testers also gave rave reviews 
to Eudora Light, which received a solid score of 4, 
only a bit lower than Outlook Express’s 4.5. 

But in two product categories our testers found 
that nothing compares to the features and ease of use 
of the top Pe etnexal Eleyedbrervatoyecwmm Gorloim\\(oulac 
received a miserable score of 1.3, compared with 
Word’s rating of 4.3. Testers chalked this up to Yeah 
Write’s limitations. “It’s more a filing cabinet than a 











word processor,” said one tester. “You couldn’t pay 
me to use this product.” Testers also rated the share- 
ware spreadsheet poorly, giving As-Easy-As a satis- 
faction rating of 2.3 compared with Excel’s excellent

Pocket PCs have made astounding gains over the past five years. But how 
far have they really come? Would you trade your inexpensive paperbound 
organizer for one?

And they’re bad for your image: You’re 
constantly hunched over, squinting, pecking 
away with two fingers as if massaging a ham- 
ster. A stylus isn’t the perfect solution either. 

Input is the most confounding limitation of 
handheld computers. This is why we divided 
testers into two camps. One was supplied with 
3Com’s Palm III, which is palmtop size with a 
stylus and a 4-inch grayscale screen. The other 
group of testers got Compaq’s C-Series 2010c, 
a handheld that runs Windows CE and comes 
with a tiny QWERTY keyboard, color touch 
screen, and stylus. Of course, there are more 
than a dozen alternatives to these two models. 
But the Palm III and the 2010c represent the 
best you'll find in their respective categories. 

We recruited our testers from two companies— 
Gunderson Dettmer, a securities law firm based in 
Menlo Park, California, and Trend Technologies, out 
of San Jose, California, which manufactures plastic and 
sheet-metal products for high-tech companies. 
Lawyers, engineers, salespeople, paralegals, marketing 
execs—their job titles ran the gamut. We gave them a 
journal in which to report daily on five key productiv- 
ity tasks: calendaring, to-do, note-taking, e-mail, and 
synchronization with a PC. They rated their pocket 
PCs weekly on a scale of 1 to 5 in each area.

With e-mail on the 2010c, personal 
passions kicked in. “The keyboard is 
great—better than using a stylus,” said 
one tester. But another said, “I’d use it to 
check e-mail, but not to respond.” Many 
testers liked the familiar Windows interface. 

Even so, the Palm III’s straightforward approach to 
e-mail again put it ahead. “I would use this feature all 
the time,” an engineer said. Some testers were down- 
right effusive about the interface, while others harped 
on the device’s shorthand: “Wouldn’t use it,” said one 
tester. “I like to respond immediately, and it takes too 
long to write a response using the stylus.” 

Opinions were just as divided about each device’s 
ability to synchronize data with a desktop PC. But the 
Palm III’s satisfaction rating edged out the 2010c’s. No 
surprises here: The Palm III owes its early success to the 
one-button ease with which it catapults data to and 
from a desktop system. Testers loved it: “I would use 
this daily—very easy,” said an attorney. 

Synchronization is remarkably easy on the 2010c as 
well, testers found. Still, some formatting is lost in CE 
versions of Word and Excel, which irked several testers.

Worth Your Money? When all was said and 
done, 90 percent of the Palm III testers claimed it raised 
their productivity. Ten percent said it had no effect. 
With the 2010c, 43 percent said it increased productiv- 
ity, 43 percent said it decreased productivity, and 14 
percent said it had no effect. 

Virtually all complaints about the 2010c were actu- 
ally aimed at Windows CE. The device itself—espe- 
cially its bright color LCD, slender footprint, and 
lightweight 15.2-ounce package—won praise. And 
there’s no question that the 2010c has far more features 
and power than the Palm II. But Windows CE adds 
unwanted complexity. 

If you plan to travel with a pocket PC, the 3Com 
Palm II is clearly the way to go. It’s no replacement 
for a notebook, but as our real-world testers found, 
it’s a godsend for productivity. And at 6 ounces, it’s 
marvelously portable.

Easy to E-bank So you're ready to set fire to 
your checkbook and never talk to a teller again? Good 
for you. Here’s what it takes to join the e-banking 
world. You can get started with just a Web browser 
and a low-balance checking account at one of the 
hundreds of institutions that support online bank- 
ing and/or bill-paying via the Internet (see “Top E- 
Banking Services,” page 202). Just fill out the 
registration forms, and then begin to transfer funds 
between accounts, make bill payments, time their 
arrival, and reconcile accounts with very little math or 
writing. And you can check your account balances 
any time of day or night from your bank’s secure Web 
site instead of waiting 30 days for a paper statement 
with outdated information. 

You can also manage your day-to-day banking 
chores in less time and keep better track of your 
money.

With Microsoft Money you have to make separate 
calls to each of your financial institutions. However, 
Money still downloads data from multiple accounts 
for further analysis, and it requires far fewer key- 
strokes and far less time than any bank Web site. 
And if you use a Web-enabled credit card for pur- 
chases not covered by a check, you'll barely have to 
type anything. Few bank Web sites offer any way to 
capture your data directly to Quicken or Money; 
downloads through Managing Your Money are lim- 
ited to NationsBank and a few smaller institutions. 

In addition to better banking and bill-paying 
tools, these personal finance managers are chock- 
full of calculators, worksheets, and ready-made 
reports that help you track your investments, ana- 
lyze your tax liability, plan for retirement or college, 
and even shop for insurance, loans, and other finan- 
cial services online. Once you’ve added six months 
or more of your bank account, credit card, and bill 
payment data into your Quicken or Money account 
registers, you can quickly pull budgets or cash-flow 
reports, and use the programs’ college, retirement, 
and other long-range planning tools. Both programs 
have excellent portfolio managers to track your 
investments—you can download the per-share 
prices and other data from these personal finance 
managers. Both Quicken and Money are browser- 
equipped and tightly linked to Web sites 
(Quicken.com and www.moneycentral.msn.com) 
that have more free money-management advice and 
planning tools than the average investor will ever 
outgrow. 
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Banking with personal finance managers, though, 
costs more than plain Web-based banking. You 
have to shell out $35 to $65 up front for Quicken 99 
or Microsoft Money 99. You can download the cus- 
tom version of Managing Your Money for Nations- 
Bank from its Web site; otherwise it’s available for 
about $8 in shipping and handling. In addition, 
banks usually charge a dollar or two more per 
month for banking and bill-paying from within 
Quicken or Money. 


Shopping Through Your Bank But soft- 
ware prices aren’t really the issue. The main question 
to ask before choosing between Web and personal 
finance manager banking is, how involved do you 
want to be in managing your money? And the 
answer for most people is—not much. Experts see 
bank Web sites, rather than comprehensive personal 
finance managers, as the face of e-banking to come. 

Look at the numbers. Even though there are some 
12 million regular personal finance manager users, 
that’s a small percentage of the 100 million-plus 
checking account holders. And consider the growing 
popularity of the Web. For the estimated 78 million 
adult Americans already surfing, what’s easier than 
another click on a bank bookmark? 

Bank Web sites are, well, a little stodgy today. 
But analysts predict they’ll be your Web portal of 


choice for e-commerce tomorrow. Just as you might 
stop off at a branch or an ATM before going shop- 
ping, you may find an array of merchants offering 
deals on your bank’s Web page. When you click 
through, your bank will

Smart Cards: Pocket ATM 


Don’t you just hate pennies? And it’s no picnic carrying nickels, dimes, 
and quarters either. There always seems to be too much change or 
not enough. Need a better solution? Smart cards could be the answer 
for having the exact amount of money every time, anywhere. 


Imagine paying for that burger 
with plastic, or whipping out a 
credit card to make a call from 
a phone booth, use a vending 
machine, or get a cup of hot joe 
in the morning. Soon you’ll do 
just that—although you’ll use 
not your Visa but something 
similar, dubbed a smart card, 
such as Hewlett-Packard’s 
Smart Card (right). Smart cards 
carry a microchip that stores 
$5 to $100 worth of money 
from your checking account. 
One day you’ll be able to 
replenish your smart card at 
ATMs or via a slot on your PC. 
Smart cards are already 
popular in Europe, and they’ve 
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also been tested in North 
America. For the past year, 
some 100,000 residents of 
New York’s Upper West Side 
have been using smart cards 
to shop at neighborhood 
stores. Bank of America and 
Wells Fargo Bank employees 
use them to shop the Internet; 
and some 40 universities have 
replaced student IDs with 
smart cards that students use 
in campus laundry machines, 
photocopiers, and vending 
machines.

Ethernet is the most popular type of small network, and kits costing as little as $100 
deliver speeds of either 1OMbps or 100Mbps. You install network cards in your PCs, then 
run cables that connect them to a central device called a hub. Ethernet setups make sense 
if the computers are located in the same or adjoining rooms. They’re also the best choice 
when speed is critical—if, for example, you need to transfer large files back and forth. 


However, don’t choose Ethernet if your computers are spread out on different floors or 
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scattered throughout a home or office.

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Wireless home-networking kits use radio-frequency technology to cut the 
cables. To set up these networks, you install a special network card in each PC. 
Wireless kits cost two to three times as much as Ethernet models, and they’ re 
not nearly as fast—they top out at speeds of 2Mbps—but the extra convenience 
is often worth the money. Another drawback? The PCs must be fairly close 
together—no more than 75 to 150 feet apart, depending on the product. Go 
with wireless networking if you have portables or PCs in close proximity, and 
you use them for light business or home tasks. Also choose wireless if you need 
the flexibility of moving your PCs around. 

Finally, consider taking advantage of the wires that already run through 
your home or office. Power-grid networks use your AC outlets to connect 
PCs in different rooms without the need for any new cables. The same goes 
for technology that lets you use your home’s phone lines for networking. 
These types of networks are also much slower than Ethernet—only about 
1Mbps—but they’re typically a bit more affordable than wireless products. 
One of these networks makes sense if your PCs are spread out around the 
home or office and you don’t expect to do demanding tasks.

Stay anonymous. 
Browsing the Web, using 
# e-mail, and posting 


messages to newsgroups leaves 
you open to spam. Sometimes it 
seems that there’s nowhere to hide 
from crafty junk e-mailers. But 
you can beat them at their own 

ame. Spammers use e-mail robots 
called mailbots to collect addresses 
from newsgroups and the Web. 
Never add your address to 
Internet e-mail directories. If you 
find yourself listed in a directory 
like Bigfoot, ask to be removed 
immediately. 

When you’re on the Web, skip 

the e-mail address field in generic 
Web forms—or, if it’s not crucial 


that the Web site have accurate 
information, supply a dummy 
address. And don’t use your 
personal address in e-mail links 
on your Web pages. Let people 
contact you at a general address, 
such as webmaster@my pages 
.com. You can also use a handy, 
free tool from SiteUp Networks 
called the Mailto Encoder 
(www.siteup.com/encoder.html). 

Sneaky would-be spammers can 
also find and track you with cook- 
ies—text written to a file called 
COOKIES.TXT on your hard drive. 
Set your browser to reject cookies. 
In some cases, however, you must 
accept cookies froma site for it to 
work properly.

Test Your E-mail 
Connection Suspect 
your e-mail is stalled? Send 
messages to friends and ask 
them to reply. But that gets 
tiring for friends and the 
response can be slow. 
Instead, try sending a 
message to yourself first. It 
should go out to your 
Internet provider and come 
back in less than a minute. 
Check that the incoming 
message has the right name 
and e-mail address in the 
FROM section. 


Forward Your Mail 
Companies like Bigfoot 
(www.bigfoot.com) offer a 
free lifetime e-mail address. 
Bigfoot doesn’t store your 
e-mail; it’s just a forwarding 
address. Give out your 
Bigfoot address to everyone 
and have Bigfoot redirect 
that mail to whatever mail 
account you're currently 
using. If your mail account 
fails, just change the 
Bigfoot setting to another 


one and senders will never 
notice the difference. 


The Right Address 
Make sure you set up your 
outgoing e-mail with the 
correct reply address. In 
Outlook choose Tools, 
Services, and select your 
Internet mail service. Under 
the General tab, change the 
e-mail address and/or the 
reply address. 


Watch Your Back 

If your ISP goes down or 
stops your account, you lose 
your e-mail connection. 
Consider separating your 
e-mail POP service and/or 
your e-mail address from 
your dial-up connection 
service.
